Washington, Sept. 23 —(#}— The 


administration chalked up an im- 
portant,, victory in foreign 
policy 


today on the 
strength 
of 
the 
senate's 55 to 24 approval 
of 
an 
overseas arms program. 


The senate reached its 
decision 
late yesterday to rearm 
friendly 


moves to make a $200,000,000 cut 
in the $1,314,010,000 arms bill. 


The measure came -through the 
s e n a t e with 
only 
two 
minor 
changes. This was in part a per- 
sonal triumph for Senator Connal- 
ly (D-Tex) and Senator 
Vanden 
berg (R-Mich), the two party lead 
ers m foreign affairs who led the 
tight for the aid program. 


Nineteen Republicans joined 
36 
Democrats in voting for passage. 
I en Democrats and 14 Republicans 
voted against it. 


Conally told reporters: "As 
chairman of the senate foreign re- 
lations committee, 
I am 
highly 


gratified at passage of the pro- 
gram and delighted over the 
de- 
:eat 
of 
crippling 
and 
enfee- 
bling amendments." 
' I n the debate, Senator Taft (R- 
Ohio) contended that the program 
contemplates arming every nation 
in the world that might 
be op- 


posed to Russia. This, he said, "is 
likely to incite Russia to war." 


But Vandenberg argued that the 
goal is "stopping aggression before 
u reaches us." Had the 
foreign 
aid program to date been less suc- 
cessful than it has been, he said, 
we probably would be voting bil- 
lions" to fight a defensive war. 


The senate's vote pledged con- 
gress to a foreign arms program 
since the house already has 
ap- 
proved a similar military aid bill. 
The amount of money to be 
au- 
thorized remains in doubt. 


The house voted $869,55,000 to 
carry out the arms plan— which 
is .$444,505,000 less than the 
ssn- 
ate figure. Senate and house mem- 
bers will work out their 
differ- 
ences in conference.

Confined at Danvers State (men- 


tal) 
hospital today for 
10 day's 
observation, Mrs. Gulla said 
she 


had planned to take her own life. 
She drowned her children first be- 
cause she "didn't want to 
leave 
them behind to face the disgrace 
of my suicide." 


It was the story she told police 
Capt. Arthur J. Riley and medical 
examiner Julius Burgiel when they 
arrived at the scene of the trage- 
dy yesterday. 


Her husband, Patrick, returned 
from work, found Joan drowned- in 
the bathtub and Marilyn lifeless in 
her bathinette. 


"After Joan was dead, I got in 


the bathtub with her and hit my- 
self over the head with a stick so I 
would go with her," the 
mother 


said, "but I wasn't able to drown 
myself." 


She sobbed and trembled while 
she told how she filled the bathi- 
nette with water and held the baby 
in it until she drowned. 


When Joan returned 
from ele- 
mentary school at noon, Mrs Gulla 
forced her fully clothed, into 
the 


filled tub and held her under until 
she stopped struggling. 


"Why are you doing this to me, 


mama?" 
were the 
child's 
last 
words, 
the 
mother said. "You 


know I love you." 


Joan had celebrated her eighth 
birthday only the 
day 
before. A 


party was given by her parents. 
Attended by her n e i g h b o rhood 
playmates, it was a happy affair.

Business Loans 
Making Brisk 
Comeback 


New York, Sept. 23 — (#) —Busi- 
ness loans by banks in all sections 
of the nation are making 
their 


briskest comebacks in a year. This 
is one of the few soothing notes in 
the loud discord of strike threats 
anc} currency mix-ups. 


Put the fall pick-up in industry 
and trade, encouraging as it may 
be, is not as strong as it was this 
time last year. Department store 
sales are 
• still trailing last 
year, 


and even the business loan 
ad- 
vances over last week are not near- 
ly as impressive 
as 
the 
gains 


made at the same time last year. 


The increasing total of business 


loans 
means 
that 
businessmen, 
more optimistic than last spring, 
are borrowing 
money 
to 
buy 


goods for their shelves and to ex- 
pand their activities in belief that 
business is going to be better. 


Freight car loadings arc far be- 
hind last year, and likely to de- 
cline further, thanks to the "no day 
work week" in the coal fields. And 
the department of commerce and 
the securities and exchange com- 
mission pcpdict that from now until 
the end of the year businessmen 
will be cutting their expenditures 
for new plants and equipment. 


The business loan advance is the 
most cheerful item of the lot for 
the short-term outlook for business. 
Federal reserve member banks in 
94 cities reported that last week 
commercial, 
industrial and farm 


loans gained a total of $164 million 
over the week before, an increase 
of 13 per cent. But in the same 
week last year the seasonal fall 
advance was 
$252 million. The 
banks have a total of $13.2 billion 
outstanding but a year ago they 
had $15 billion.

Actress Mary MacArthur, 19. who 
became a celebrated figure in the 
theater world at birth as the "ad 
of God baby" of Actress H e l e n 
Hayes, died last night. 


The young woman's death came 


as she was preparing to appear 
next month in a supporting role 
with her mother in the Broadway 
premiere of a new play. 


She died at Lenox Hill hospital 


of what physicians 
termed 
a 


"generalized virus ' infection." Her 
father, 
Newspapcrman-Playwrighl 
C h a r l e s MacArthur, and Miss 
Hayes were at her bedside. 
"The "act of God baby" 
label 


was pinned to Miss MacArthur in 
a widely publicized 
theatrical 
controversy. It arose 
when 
her 


mother was forced to 
withdraw 
from a starring Broadway role in 
1929 by the approaching birth of 
her child. 


Her withdrawal resulted in clos- 


ing of the play and a subsequent 
dispute over actors' salary rights. 
Miss Hayes' side contended that 


having a baby is an "act of God" 
and could not be 
considered 
a 
breach of contract or other cause 
for withholding salaries. 


Arbitrators never ruled on 
the 
'act of God" claim, but ordered 
that two weeks' salary be paid 
to the play's cast. 


Miss MacArthur was taken to the 


hospital nine days ago after be- 
coming ill while appearing 
with 


ner mother in tryout performances 
of a new play at Westport, Conn. 
The young actress, a graduate 


of the American Academy of Dra- 
matic Arts, lived with her parents 
a Nyack, N. Y. 


At the age of seven, she played 
a walk-on part with her mother in 
"Victoria Regina," one of the plays 
;hat established Miss Hayes' fame 
as a portrayer of royalty.

Hayes barred a stage career for 
her daughter.
